G.S.R 402 (E).— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, proposes to make, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of die Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), is hereby published, as required by the smd 
sub-section, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration after the 
expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette 
in which this notification is published, are made available to die public; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Ministiy 
of Health and Family Welfare, Government of India, NirmMi Bhavan, New Delhi- 

110011. 

The objection and suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the expiry of die period so specified will be 
considered by the Central Government; 

DRAFT RULES 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(.Amendment) Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules),- 

(I) In rule 2, in clause (db) for the words “after age of four months”, the words “after age 
of six months” shall be substituted. 

(II) In rule 2, after clause(e), the following clause shall be inserted, namely,- 

“(f) Good Manufacturing Practices for use of Food Additives” means the Food 
Additives used under the following conditions, namely,.- 

(a) the quantity of the additive added to food shall be limited to the lowest possible 
level necessary to accomplish its desired effect; 

(b) the quantity of the additive becomes a component of food as a result of its use in 
the manufacturing, processing or packaging of a food and which is not intended to 
accomplish any physical; or other technical effect in the food itself; is reduced to the 
extent reasonably possible; and 

(c) the additive is prepared and handled in the same way as a food ingredient. 

(III) In rule 5, for the words “Appendix B to these rules are as defined in that Appendix”, 
the words “Appendix B,C and D to these rules are as defined in those Appendixes” 
shall be substituted. 

(IV) Rule 25 shall be omitted. 

(V) In rule 26 for the words, “except otherwise provided in these rules”, the following 
shall be substituted, namely,- 

“except otherwise provided in these rules and in Appendix B and C”. 

(VI) For rule 27, the following rule shall be substituted, namely,- 

“27. Addition of inorganic matters and pigments prohibited Inorganic 
colouring matters and pigments shall not be added to any article of food unless 
otherwise provided in Appendix B and Appendix C of these rules: 

Provided that Chewing gum and panned sugar confectionery may contain 
Titanium Dioxide (foodgrade) upto a maximum limit of 1.0 percent”. 

(VII) In rule 32, in clause (b), for the ‘NOTE’, the following shall be substituted, namely,- 

“NOTE: - A specific name shall be used for ingredient in the list of ingredients as 
well as for food additives used in the product” . 

(VIII) In rule 37B, in sub-rule(l), in clause (a) for the words “after four months of 
age”, the words “after six months of age” shall be substituted. 
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(EX) In rule 42. 

(i) for sub-rule (zzz)(l), the following shall be substituted, namely,- 

“(ZZZ) (1) - Every package of food which is permitted to contain artificial sweetener 
mentioned in table given in rule 47 and an advertisement for such food shall carry the followng 
label, namely:- 

ICONTAINS ARTIFICIAL SWEETENER AND FOR CALORIE CONSCIOUS. 

The declaration shall be given alongwith name/trade name of product and shall be of the 
same size as the letters used for name/trade name”. 

(ii) after sub-rule (zzzXlS), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely,- 

“( 777 ) (19) Every package of Paneer and canned rasgolla containing Nisin as preservative 
shall bear the following declaration, namely:- 

I CONTAINS NISIN PRESERVATIVE 


(X) In rule 47. 

(a) in sub-rule (1), 

(i) for the first proviso and the table, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“Provided that artificial sweetener may be used in following food articles in 
quantities not exceeding the limits shown against them and as per provision contained 
in Append^ C to these rules and shall bear the label declarations as provided in sub 
clause (1) and (2) of sub-rule (ZZZ) of rule 42.

(ii) In the second proviso for the words “Provided that Saccharin Sodium or 
Aspertame methyl ester or Acesulfame Potassium” the words “Provided 
ftirther that Saccharin Sodium or Aspertame (Methyl ester) or Acesulfame 
Potassium or Sucralose” shall be substituted.

The products 
containing mixture of artificial sweeteners shall bear the label as provided under 
clause (12) of sub-rule(ZZZ) of the rule 42”. 

(XI) after rule 55-D, the following rule shall be inserted, namely,- 

“55E - Use of Nisin as preservative in Canned Rasgolla and Paneer - Nisin may 
be used in canned rasgolla and Paneer upto a maximum concentration 5 PPM and 
12.5 PPM respectively, with label declaration under Rule 42(ZZZ)(19)”. 

(XII) In rule 59 of the said rules, - 

(a) for the words “No antioxidant other than lecithin, ascorbic acid and tocopherol 
shall be added to any food”, the following shall be substituted, namely,- 

“No antioxidant other than lecithin, ascorbic acid and tocopherol shall be added to 
any food unless otherwise provided in Appendix B and Appendix C of these rules”. 
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(b) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely

“61 F - Use of Carrageenan - Carrageenan may be used in I>esert Jelly as 
per GMP level”. 

(XV) In rule 62, after second proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely,- 

“Provided also that sodium aluminium silicate may be used in powdered softdrink 
mixes in quantity not exceeding 0.5 percent”. 

(XVI) For rule 64B, the following shall be substituted, namely,- 

“64B - Use of Monosodium Glutamate - Monosodium Glutamate may be added to 
foods as per the provisions contained in Appendix C, subject to GMP level and under 
proper label declaration as provided in rule 42(S). It shall not be added to any food 
for use by infant below twelve months”, and in foods listed below

It shall be free from dirt, insect and insect fragments, larvae, rodent hairs and added 
colouring matter except any permitted food colours present as a carry over colour in 
accordance with rule 64C, in raw material used in the product. 

It may also contain food additives permitted under of Appendix C. It may also 
contain artificial sweetener as provided in rule 47 under label declaration as provided *m 
clause (1) & (2) of sub-rule ( 777 ) in rule 42. 

It shall conform to the following standards, namely:- 

(a) Alcoholic acidity Shall be not more than equivalent 

(with 90 percent alcohol) of 7.5 ml. N NaOH per 1 OOg of 

dried substances. 

(b) Ash insoluble in dilute HCI on dry weight basis - 

(i) Bread except masala bread 

or fruit bread.. ...Not more than 0.1 percent 

(ii) Masala bread 

or fruit bread ....Not more than 0.2 percent 

(4) In item A.25.01, the follow'mg shall be added at the end, namely,- 

“It may contain artificial sweetener as provided in rule 47 under label declaration as provided 
in Clause (1) and (2) of sub-rule (777) in rule 42”. 

(5) In item A. 25.02.01, the following shall be added at the end, namely,- 

‘it may contain artificial sweetener as provided in rule 47 under label declaration as provided 
in Clause (1) and (2) of sub-rule (777) in rule 42: 

Provided that, if only artificial sweetener is added in the product as sweeteners the 
parameters namely, reducing sugars and sucrose prescribed in the table above shall not be applicable 
to such product”. 

(6) in item A.25.03, for the words “in addition to the ingredients mentioned above, the 
chocolate may contain one or more of the substances as outfmed below, under different brands of 
chocolate” following words shall be substituted, namely,- 

“It may contain artificial sweeteners as provided in rule 47 of these rules under label 
declaration as provided in clause (1) and (2) of sub-rule (ZZZ) in rule 42. in addition to the 
ingredients mentioned above, the chocolate may contain one or more of the substances as outlined 
below, under different brands of chocolate”.
